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eniors citizens are ‘Very Important 
People” in Rancho Cucamonga. And 
there is “Fun after Fifty” in Upland. 
oth VIP and Fun after Fifty are social 
clubs for older adults headquartered in 
community centers in Rancho Cucamonga 
and Upland. 

The VIPs gather at Rancho Cucamonga 
Neighborhood Center on Thursday mornings 
at 10 for business meetings, but most 
seniors show up earlier to catch up on 
conversation and play a quick game of cards 
before the meeting starts. 

“Basically our club activities are games, 
arts and crafts, concert trips, tours, raising 
money and community work,” said Jim 
Hunt, one of the club’s founders and among 
the first of its presidents. 

“We deliver food to shut-ins in the 
Mobile Meals program. We try helping in the 
community so we’re not just getting, but 
giving too,” he explained. 

The VIPs have been meeting since 1979, 

first in Lions Park Center and now at the 
Neighborhood Center, said Hunt. 
“VIP provides an outlet to meet new friends. 
People who move from other areas — like 
when my wife and | moved from Michigan — 
don’t know anyone. VIP is something for 
seniors to keep in the mainstream of things, 
rather than sitting at home vegetating,’”’ he 
said. 

“When | joined the club there were only 
about 15 people. I’ve been satisfied with the 
activities. I’ve gone on trips and there is 
always something interesting going on,” 
Genevieve Monte said. 

Another club member attends VIP for the 
card games and companionship. “| like 
playing cards and | like the friendship,” 
Margaret Burger said. 

Pinochle, canasta and bridge are among 
the cardplayers’ favorite games. 


“lye made a lot of friends here and this 
is a much nicer club than some of the places 
’ve been,” said Merna Mack. 

“W’ve just moved in with my son in Alta 
Loma. | joined to get acquainted,” former 
Pittsberg resident Lucy Pugliese said. 

The club got its name because of those 
it was formed for, according to Hunt. 
“Seniors are Very Important People. There is 
an amazing wealth of knowledge that exists 
from their experiences at very well-paying 
executive jobs. They are not children and 
shouldn’t be treated as such; they have 


- something to contribute and that knowledge 


should be used,” Hunt said. 

VIPs have a golf group and two bowling 
leagues. At meetings, guest speakers ad- 
dress topics pertinent to seniors. Club 
gatherings also provide an opportunity for 
“networking” among members, trading in- 
formation on such things as health care 
facilities or which pharmacy has bargain 
prices. 

Club officials also keep on top of 
pending city action that would affect the 
community’s senior citizens. 

“We have been pushing for additional 
senior housing,” said President Wilma

Brenner, noting that 15 percent of the area’s 
population is senior citizens. “When the city 
was deciding about a_ senior housing 
project, we filled the room and they were 
shocked. That was something (the project) 
that went through city channels fast.” 

Brenner said the city is sensitive to the 
needs of the seniors, both in housing and in 
a planned expansion of the Neighborhood 
Center. The club has outgrown its current 
space. 

“We'd like to have seniors more involved 
with other civic needs,” she said. 

Expansion of the Neighborhood Center 
would enable VIP and recreation officials to 
create a drop-in center for seniors. “The 
VIPs meet only on Thursday. With the drop- 
in center, they would have a place they 
could go every day. For many it would be a 
home away from home,” Hunt said. 

Hunt said he hopes the senior center will 
be open by fall. 

After the meetings, VIPs may join a card 
game, try their luck at bingo or book 
themselves on a tour. Being active seems to 
keep the older adults young, acccording to 
Hunt. “When you’re here, you would not 
sense you were among a bunch of senior 
people.”

said. The building is now part of Astara. 

He applied with the Upland School District 
and got a job teaching sixth grade overflow 
from Baidy View Schooi. 

After a short time in the district, “I was 
asked to apply for assistant superintendent.” 

He got the position. At first, he had 
responsibilities in several areas.

Rejuvenation is aim 
for aging war memorial

Forgotten soldiers are being 
remembered in Alta Loma. 

Alta Loma resident Carl Smith and 
Rancho Cucamonga City Councilman 
James C. Frost are two men 
interested in preserving a little of Alta 
Loma’s past by rejuvenating the Alta 
Loma Honor Roll, a listing of citizens 
who Served in the armed services in 
World War II and during the Korean 
War. 

“! ran across the monument in 1976 
and since then, on Memorial Day, my 
family and | stop and look at it,” said 
Smith, owner of Osage Roofing in 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

The monument has fallen victim to 
the elements: The roof is damaged 
and the.structure is suffering from dry 
rot; water from the leaky roof has 
smudged the list of servicemen’s 
names and left rips in the paper from 
shrinkage; and the memorial is 
surrounded by overgrown weeds 
instead of its original foilage. 

Smith hasn't waited for an official 
“OK” from the city beforebuying 
materials to repair the building. 
“Something needs to be done. I’m not 
worried about the costs; | get 
whatever materials it takes,” he said. 

Smith is donating the materials 
along with his time to restore the 
monument. “I would try to figure out 
the costs, but it may scare me off,” he 
joked. 

The roof will be of clay tile and 
Smith said he would paint the 
structure any color the city wants, 
after resealing or replacing the wood 
on the small building. 

“My sister volunteered to help seal 
the lists (enclosed in glass) from bugs 
and water. I’ve already bought

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reconditioning. He hopes to get Vons Shopping Ctr. 
someone to work on the landscaping, 19th & Carnelian 
planting flowers or shrubbery. Alta Loma, Ca. 


‘| really hope we can have the 
memorial moved to one of the new 
parks to be built in Alta Loma 
somewhere down the road,” he said. 

Frost said the memorial is a 
designated landmark in the city — and 
one of the earliest among them. “‘It 
obviously is historically significant, 
but it is little known in the area.” 

The councilman said the monument 
is currently on private property and 
the city wants to relocate it on public 
property, but at a location where it 
would not be vulnerable to the 
elements, including the human 
element of vandalism. 

One site under consideration is the 
Foothill Fire District’s property, said 
Frost, noting that Alta Loma has no 
parks, only potential sites.

“Korean spoken here.” 

That sign doesn’t actually exist at Eleventh 
Street Baptist Church in Upiand — but it 
certainly could. 

Walk into the sanctuary any Sunday at 2 
p.m. and you'll find Korean Christians 
worshipping in their native tongue. 

Services offered in the Korean language 
are under the direction of the Rev. David Kim, 
whose Morning Star Korean Baptist Mission 
has already grown to a 50-members-plus 
congregation, according to Pastor Charies 
McMahiil. 

The Uptand Church doesn’t draw the line at 
the Korean language, either. 

“As Southern Baptists, we preach in 30 
different languages, inciuding Spanish, 
Russian, Chinese and Korean in Southern 
California. We minister to practically every 
nationality through our language program,” 
McMahill said. 

Those skills will be put into play during the 
1984 Olympics, when the Baptists pian to do 
street ministry for the athletes. “Southern 
Baptists have ministered to athletes before 
and will make available an outreach to the 
athletes from other countries, bringing Bible 
studies to the Olympic contenders,” he said. 

With respect to the Korean effort, McMahill 
said the Eleventh Street congregation will 
continue sponsoring the Korean church until 
the Koreans decide to move on. “As their 
growth continues, they may look for another 
place to have a church of their own. They can 
do whatever they want to do when they set 
their heart to it,’”” McMahill said. 

In the meantime, he said, ‘Through our 
language mission program ... Koreans (can) 
begin to worship in these facilities.” 

The Upland church, which will celebrate its 
27th birthday in June, is also the site of a 
Christian school, grades kindergarten through 
third, in an accelerated program. 

“We limit our classes to 24 students. We

have about 66 enrolled now between the four 
grades,”’ McMahill said. 

“It’s a choice parents have to make, 
whether they choose to educate their children 
in a Christian environment or not. We maintain 
an acccelerated program, but we don’t 
pressure the children. We challenge the 
potential of each child,” he said. 

A lack of facilities limits the grades the 
church school can offer to local children, 
according to McMahiil. 

Currently the Eleventh Street congregation 
is working on a campaign to fund construction 
of a family center. “We had raised some 
money, but we had a lot of water damage 
during the heavy rains a couple of years ago 
and we had to put in a drain and catch basin 
on the back of our property,” he said. 

McMahill, who has served the church for 30 
years, has a dream of making the Upland 
church a communication center for Southern 
Baptist churches in the area. 

“We have a dream to own our own 
(satellite) dish (to receive television 
transmissions). Southern Baptists have time 
on the satellite and we could have teaching 
ministry beamed down. This could be a sort of 
central place for other churches to share the 
ministry,” McMahill said. 

McMahill said he has seen a shift in church 
attendance, and points to a general trend of 
religious awakening. ‘“‘In my years of 
ministering, | have seen congregations 
(numbers) reach plateaus, level out and go 
down or sometimes go up. It depends on world 
and economic conditions. 

“But people don’t understand God is nota 
hot water faucet that you turn on when you 
need him,” the minister said. “It’s tragic that 
people don’t recognize him until they are 
driven to their knees.” 

Getting youth involved in church programs 
is something all churches have to struggle 
with, according to Craig Hill, minister of 
education. 

“As in other outreach programs, we all face

the same thing, said McMahill, recalling atime 
when “the church used to be the center of 


activity in the community. 

“We try to strenghthen our youth through 
Bible studies and using the best materials 
possible. We try to reach into the Bible and 
bring it into present-day application,” Hill said. 

The Southern Baptists have a discipleship 
time for young people every other Sunday. 
“We try to encourage them with activities. We 
go miniature golfing and attend association 
youth rallies,” Hill said. 

“We try to make it easy for our youth to 
reach out to others and say ‘come with me.’” 

“If they can say that unashamedly and 
bring their friends to come and participate, 
we've accomplished something. Many youth 
are ashamed and downplay their Christianity 
and church. The same is true with adults,” 
McMahill said. 

“When | ask them where they go to church, 
they usually answer with great hesitation and 
a few hems and haws. They feel if you ask 
them about the Lord and church you invade 
their privacy; but you can ask them about their 
physical well-being or some of their other 
needs and they answer readily.” 

Other programs offered at Eleventh Street 
Baptist include an adult group that 
encompasses college-age participants and 
singles and “55 and Speeding” for senior 
adults. Vacation Bible school is offered the 
first week after public schools are dismissed 
for summer. 

Activities planned for the local Baptists 
include “Baptist Men’s Day,” Sunday, when 
laymen will conduct the worship service; a 
school Olympic Games Day, slated for Feb. 24, 
and an all-school open house Feb. 28.

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R.C. resident files claim over arrest 


By Rob Wagner 


Phillip Rheinecker has lived in Rancho 
Cucamonga nearly all his life and considers himself 
a quiet, law-abiding citizen. 

But Rheinecker is fighting mad, too. 

Last Sept. 11, the Malven Street resident says, 
he was the victim of an unprovoked attacked by a 
sheriff's deputy over his refusal to sign a citation 
issued by the county’s Animal Control. 

The incident, according to the 29-year-old 
Rheinecker, left him with a chipped tooth and 
injuries to his mouth, shoulder, back and wrists. As 
a result, he says, he lost 10 days of work as a truck 
driver and one month’s work in his machine shop 
— asmall business he operates out of his garage. 

Subsequently, Rheinecker, through attorney 
Bruce Emerick of Upland, has filed a $100,000 claim 
against the sheriff's department, San Bernardino 
County and the county Board of Supervisors 
alleging negligence. The claim was filed on Dec. 15. 

Sheriff’s deputies, however, allege that 
Rheinecker was verbally abusive to the deputy and 
that he was resisting arrest when he refused to 
sign the citation. Deputies arrested Rheinecker for 
allegedly resisting arrest and failure to sign a 
citation. 

But the district attorney’s office dropped the 
charges on Jan. 9 due to insufficient evidence. 

Capt. Thomas Wickum, who is in charge of the 
Rancho Cucamonga Sheriff’s Substation, declined 
to comment on the incident because it’s a 
personnel matter. 

Wickum, however, said that Rheinecker’s formal

complaint is currently under investigation. 

Recalling the incident, Rheinecker, who has a 
wife and two children, seems bewildered that a 
seemingly minor inconvenience could escalate into 
an alleged beating and being jailed for seven hours. 

“It started when our dog supposedly bit the 
mailman on a Saturday,” Rheinecker said in his 
modest home. ‘‘And the animal control officer was 
here the next day and he said he would have to fill 
out a quarantine paper.’ 

Rheinecker said he made a request of the 
animal control officer: To put the citation in his 
wife’s name because it was her dog and to explain 
the reason why the citation was issued. 

Rheinecker said he learned they were to be 
cited for having an unlicensed dog and no rabies 
tags. 

“But this officer couldn’t speak English very 
well and he couldn’t explain exactly why we were 
getting a ticket,” Rheinecker said. 


The officer said he would have to return with a 
deputy to explain the citation, Rheinecker said. And 
less than a half-hour later, a deputy was standing in 
Rheinecker’s garage. 

But the explanation of what happened next 
differs widely depending on who is telling the 
story. 


According to Rheinecker, the deputy, identified 
as Robert Bonnet, reportedly said, “I don’t know 
what your problem is but you better get rid of it.” 

Rheinecker, who had some neighborhood 
friends with him, replied that he didn’t have a 
problem.

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“Then the deputy holds up a blank ticket and he 
wanted me to sign it,” Rheinecker said. “I never 
heard of such a thing. 

‘| explained to him the dog belongs to my wife 
and she should sign it,” he said. ‘! also work and 
just don’t have the time to go to court ... | also 
didn’t like his attitude.” 

Rheinecker said he told the deputy, ‘I didn’t 
know you guys can trespass and be that way.” 

The Rancho Cucamonga man said his wife, 
Pamela, was inside the house and could sign the 
citation. But the deputy, he said, apparently was 
not interested. 

instead, Rheinecker said, the officer asked him 
to turn around and put his left hand behind his 
back. 

He complied and when the deputy put the 
handcuffs around his wrist, Rheinecker turned 
around and was about to repeat his story. 

But the deputy, Rheinecker said, pushed him 
onto his boat and his chin hit the steering wheel, 
chipping a tooth. The deputy then pulled him by the 
hair and placed the handcuffs on his wrists. The 
handcuffs cut into his wrists, causing them to 
bleed, he said. 

Rheinecker’s neighbor, Tony Sheehan, 20, said 
that while he did not see the blank citation, he 
witnessed the incident. 

“He (the deputy) really had no reason for doing 
that,”’ Sheehan said. 

While Rheinecker asserts the attack was 
unprovoked and excessive, a report of the incident 
written by Bonnet and deputy Mike McRoberts tells 
a different story. 

According to Bonnet’s report, he approached 
Rheinecker in the garage and asked “what the 
problem was with signing the citation and 
cooperating with the animal control officer.” 

Rheinecker, he said in his report, appeared to

While Bonnet put the handcuffs on 
Rheinecker’s left wrist, the man “spun around to 
his left as if he was going to strike me with his right 
hand,” according to the report. 

The deputy forced Rheinecker onto his boat, but 
he “continued to resist,” Bonnet wrote, so the 
deputy “grabbed him by the hair and subdued him.” 

Meanwhile, Rheinecker’s wife came out of the 
house and her last comment to the deputy was, 
“maybe this will teach my husband a lesson. Too

where the Sontags lived and has hopes of 
building a home in.the grove. Parts of their old 
cabin remain. They were beekeepers and sold 
honey from the Sontag Apiary.

One or the other of the Sontags was often 
encountered climbing a mountain trail. They 
used a slow, methodical pace, never stopping.

Shortly, 
Mr. Sontag passed the tired youngsters, said,

How we clothe our bodies 
is often a personal commen- 
tary on how we’re feeling, what 
we are interested in or how we 
view ourselves. 

Putting on a _ personal 
touch is what Upland Recrea- 
tion’s new class, ‘‘Fabric 
Painting,” is all about. 


Students in Joanne Witter’s class will 
have the opportunity to try their hand at 
personalizing sweatshirts, T-shirts or an- 
other project. 

“People like to add their own thing or their 
style to something. They like to personalize 
things,” she said. 

“Fabric painting is actually textile 
dyeing. You can do it with a lot of different 
paints,” Witter said. The paint dyes each 
yarn as well as the whole fabric. “Once it’s 
on, it’s on for good.” 

While any kind of paint can be used for 
fabric painting, some work better than 
others. “You can use acrylics, but you’ll 
have stiff patterns that will crack under 
wear and washing,” Witter said. 

She uses fabric dyes for her projects, 
which are worn on sweatshirts and T-shirts 
by people in the community and can be 
found in local shops, including Many Fine 
Things on Second Avenue in Upland. 

Witter also sells her wares to a store in 
Scottsdale, Ariz., and fills other orders 
throughout the year. “I’ve been doing fabric 
painting since | was in eighth grade. | 
started by using India ink.”’ 


Many of her current students own some 
of Witter’s work. “They hear about me 
through word-of-mouth and have some- 
times been customers. They want to learn 
how | do it so they can try.” 


Getting students interested in fabric 
painting was a problem Witter solved by 
starting her beginners with “big projects. 
We're going to go big on things, starting 
with a shirt, a pillow or whatever even if 
they (the students) have never painted 
before.”

Athletic competition and 
academic excellence aren’t things 
that a lot of people think go hand- 
in-hand.

Then they come back 
and rejoin the class to go into whatever sport they 
might be in at that time,” he explains. ‘We feel it 
gives those students interested in cross country a 
real chance to try and dedicate themselves, to 
discipline themselves.” 

At Pioneer, as at many of the league schools, the 
teams are extra-curricular activites that take place 
following the normal school day, just as many clubs 
(drama, speech, journalism, etc.) do. And there is 
competition to make the squads, because, 
especially in basketball, there is limited space on 
the teams. That’s a necessary evil, according to 
Schulte. 

“My dream is of the day when there is no cutting, 
when ail the kids that come out can play on various 
levels. I’d love to see us have an ‘A’ team, a ‘B’ team 
and a ‘C’ team. But it just isn’t possible,” says 
Schulte. ‘““We have just so many spaces on the bus 
for away games.” 

Being cut from a team is also part of the learning 
experience. 

“No matter what the level, it’s all very 
competitive. A lot of people might feel that isn’t 
suitable for kids this age. But | think it’s great. They 
learn everything, from rules to the actual pressure of 
the game. They get a chance to experience what it’s 
all like. Even being cut from the squad,” Schulte 
says. “Hey, you can relate the competitive nature in 
sports to the business world directly. 

“It’s tough sometimes. We try, at least here, to 
keep as many as possible, with certain kids being on 
the ‘home’ team but not the ‘traveling squad’. It’s all 
real life, though. And as competitive at times as the 
high school leagues.” 

Schulte sees the events as good for building 
personal character, increasing physical boundries 
and mental fortitude. But the added fact, a plus he 
believes is just as important, is the attitude of the 
players and classmates to the school itself. 

Schulte proudly points to the school’s trophy 
case, filled with awards for past achievements. He 
also notes the many championship banners that line 
the school’s music room. 

“This is something the kids feel very proud of,” 
he said with a smile. “You talk about school spirit. 
These kids get behind their school 100 percent. If 
they don’t play, they come out and watch. Our 
support from the parents is fantastic. It’s a great 
feeling.”

| have photos of our home, here on West 
Ninth Street, with about four inches of snow 
on everything. | went on to work, that day in 
about 1950, at the Sunkist plant in the south 
part of Ontario. There was about three inches 
of snow there, and a good covering on south 
of there. 

A generous snowfall is usually considered 
a blessing. It usually melts fairly slowly and 
most of its water content can be captured. But 
it doesn’t always work out that way. If it melts 
too fast, damaging flooding can result. 
Excessive rain without snow also often brings 
flooding. 

While there have been occasional floods, 
as far back as anyone kept records, probably 
the worst of this century occured in 1938. In 
late February, our entire mountain range was 
blanketed by an exceptionally heavy snowfall. 
An exceptional water supply was predicted for 
the months to follow, but nature was in a 
hurry. 

A day or two later, on the evening of March 
1, awarm, torrential downpour of rain 
drenched the entire southland. The runoff of 
rainwater was more than enough to deal with, 
but utter chaos resulted when the rain melted 
the entire mountain snow pack. 

Mountain streams in their narrow canyons 
became wide, raging torrents. Of 588 cabins 
and homes in the Mt. Baldy area, 206 just 
disappeared and 200 others were seriously 
damaged. On reaching the valley, canyon 
waters joined valley waters to create wide 
devastation all the way to the ocean. Flows 
just got bigger the farther they went. 

The meager flood control channels of the 
time could only handle a tiny part of the vast 
flows, which cut many new channels. Dozens 
of bridges were washed out, as were 
highways. Phone service and piped utilities 
were carried away. Most of the southland 
suffered in one way or another. 

While much improvement has been made 
in flood control channels, similar devastation 
could happen again. In the years since 1938, 
countless acres have been roofed over as 
building boomed. Many other acres have been 
paved. Those acres do not permit water to 
soak into the soil, so it just runs to somewhere 
else and causes problems for other folks. 

That 1938 flood completely wiped out the 
roadway up San Antonio Creek. Fortunately, 
another road, from Glendora to Mt. Baldy 
Village, was under construction. The easterly 
11 miles of it was just a rough, one-lane dirt

track. It became the only access route for 
upper-canyon residents. Up traffic alternated 
with down traffic, hour by hour. 

The San Antonio Dam was built across the 
mouth of San Antonio Canyon and was 
finished in 1956, with its crest 160 feet above 
normal stream level. It is simply a flood control 
dam, and another 1938 episode would 
probably soon overflow it. 

In 1969, Cucamonga Canyon produced a 
gully-washer. Its stream split and ran both

ORDINANCE NO. 1329 

ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF UPLAND AMENDING THE 
UPLAND MUNICIPAL CODE PERTAINING TO THE DISSO- 
LUTION OF THE EXISTING ARCHITECTURAL COMMIS- 
SION, ADDING THE DELEGATION OF AUTHORITY AND 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR DESIGN REVIEW COMMITTEE, AND 
THE ADDDITION OF PROCEDURES AND REQUIREMENTS 
PERTAINING TO DESIGN REVIEW 

The City Council of the City of Upland does hereby ordain as 






follows: 


SECTION 1. Chapter 9103 ‘’Architectural Commission’ of the 


Upland Municipal Code is deleted in its entirety and the following 
sould be inserted in its place: 


CHAPTER 9103. DESIGN REVIEW 

Section 9103.010. Intent and Purpose. 

.010 Intent. The City Council hereby finds that excessive similarity 
or dissimilarity, inappropriateness or poor quality of design in 
building sites and buildings, structures, signs and landscaping 
appurtenant thereto, adversely affects the general appearance 
of the environs of such site. Such adverse effect consequently 
impairs the benefits of occupancy of existing property and the 
stability in value of both improved and unimporved real 
property in such areas, presents the most appropriate 
development of such areas, produces degeneration of property 
in such areas with attendant deterioration of conditions 
affecting the health, safety, comfort and general welfare of 
the inhabitants of the city, and destroys the proper relation- 
ship between the taxable value of real property in such areas 
and the cost of municipal services provided therefore. 

The city council, therefore, hereby determines that plans and 
proposals fof certain new development projects and the 
reconstruction or remodeling of existing developments as set 
forth hereinafter, shall be subject to review and approval by 
the city in order to ensure that the design of building sites 
within the city, and all appurtenant structures, landscaping 
and signage, is consistent with city goals and objectives 
pertaining to the preservation and enhancement of the visual 
appeal, environmental soundness and economic stability of 
the community. 

020 Purpose. The purposes of design (architectural) review 

are to: 

.021 Encourage the orderly and harmonious development of 
property within the city. 

.022 Implement the general and specific plans of the city 
pertaining to the preservation and enhancement of the 
character and unique assets of the community. 

.023 Recognize the positive effects of high asethetic standards 
obn the physical, social and economic well-being of the 
community. 

.024 Promote and encourage innovative and creative design 
consistent with, and complementary to, principles of sound 
community design, while discouraging excessive similarity, 
dissimilarity or inappropriateness of design. 

.025 Ensure that the design of building sites and apprutenant 

structures and landscaping recognizes and provided for: 
compatability with the scale and character of existing and 
projected uses and buildings in the environs, preservation 
and enhancement of public views and spaces, appropriate 
buffers and transitional areas, solar access and shade for 
purposes of energy conservation and comfort, and its 
relationship with the natural features of its surroundings. 
Section 9103.020. Authority for Review. 
Except as otherwide provided in Chapter 9403 ‘’Develop- 
ment Application and Review Procedures” of this article, 
the Planning Director of the City of Upland, or designee 
thereof, is hereby delegated the authority and responsibility 
for design review, and the approval, conditional approval or 
denial of applications for approval of building and site plans 
in pursuance of the intent and purpose of this chapter.

Provided, however, that the Planning Director, or 
designee thereof, shall serve as an alternate member 
to said committee and, in instances of a lack of a 
quorum of voting members at any meeting, shall be 
empowered to vote on any application pending determi- 
nation by the committee at such meeting. 

.020 Appointment. The voting members of the committee shall be 
appointed by the Mayor subject to approval by the City 
Council. 

.030 Term of office. The term of office for voting members shall be 
four (4) years. 

.040 Compensation and expenses. Members of the committee may 
be conpensated for their services, or reimbursed for any 
expenses incurred, in such amount(s) as may be prescribed 
by resolution of the Council. 

.050 Maintenance of records. The Planning Director shall serve as 
the official Secretary of the Committee and shall cause such 
records of determinations and actiens of the Committee, and 
correspondence pertaining thereto, to be prepared and to be 
maintained as may be deemed necessary and appropriate. 

Section 9103.030. Jurisdiction of Design Review. 
The jurisdiction of design review shall extend to all new 
development and/or substantive remodeling or reconstruction of 
existing building sites, structures (inclusive of signs) and land- 
scaping, appurtenant thereto, located in any of the various zoning 
districts within the city, excepting therefrom review of the 
exterior appearance of any primary single or one-family dwellings 
in conventional subdivisions located in any of the several 
classifications of single-family residential zones.

.0312 Building Orientation: Consideration of the scale and 
character of buildings and structures relative to their 
surroundings, their potential impacts on public views, 
privacy and solar access, and attention to solar access 
and shade opportunities for energy conservation. 

.0313 Access/Circulation: Design of vehicle and pedestrian 
accessways for safe, convenient and efficient access 
and circulation with minimum visual disruption to the 
overall project theme. ; 

0314 Parking Areas: Design to minimize noise, glare, 
increases in ambient temperature and visual disrup- 
tions to the overall project design theme, inclusive of 
the effective use of natural planting materials to 
assist in the mitigation of such adverse effects and to 
enhance the natural setting.

prevailing where the sign is to be installed. 


.040 Special event: Findings and conditions. 
041 Findings: The planning director, prior to granting a request 


for a temporary special event, shall make findings as 

hereinafter provided in order to ensure that the evidence 

presented demonstrates that the following conditions exist: 

0411 That the temporary use applied for, at the location set 
forth in the application, is properly one for which a 

ial event permit is authorized by this article. 

0412 That the temporary event is necessary or desirable for 
the community and is not detrimental to existing uses 
on the site in which the proposed event is to be located. 

0413 That the site for the intended event is adequate in size 
and shape to accomodate said use. 

0414 That the site for the event is properly designed and 
improved so as to carry the type and quantity of 
traffic generated or to be generated by the use. 


042 Conditions: The planning director may approve or condition- 


ally approve, under such conditions as he may deem 

reasonable and necessary to safeguard the public health, 

safety or general welfare, or deny applications for ‘‘special 
events”, as defined in Upland Municipal Code section 

9402.200, subject to the following: 

0421 No such event shal! be permitted in any residential 
zone excepting on church sites. 

0422 No structure or amusement device shall exceed the 
height of the adjoining business structure(s) or thirty 
(30) feet whichever is the lesser height, excepting as 
may be determined by the committee to be nondetri- 
mentai to the other uses in the environs.

business by the provisions of the Upland Municipal 
Code. 

0426 Not less than two (2) weeks before erection of any 
structures, including structures for amusement de- 
vices and rides, application must be made to the 
building department and all applicable building de- 
partment and all applicable building and electrical 
regulations must be complied with. For all rides, 
certificates of safety must be furnished to the building 
department, and no rides, amusement devices or 
concessions shall be put into operation until inspected 
and cleared by the building department.
